THE NEW CITY COMMISSIONS.
Tares of the bills creating commissions for
the future government of Philadelphia were
introduced yesterday in the State Legislature,
and we publish them in fall in to-day's Tere-
ouary, that our readers may comprehend the
nature and extent of the extraordinary powers
that are to be taken from the people and
vested in the bands of a few citizens, It
mattexs little that some of the gen'lemen
pamed as commissioners enjoy a large
share of the confidence of the eommunity.
There is no assurancs that their numes will
not be stricken out before the bills are finally
prssed, but whether they are retained or not,
the principle of conferring such vast powers
upon men not el:ot d by the prople is in the
highest degree dangerous; and if the psople
quiet!y submit to it, the mext step may be a
ocomplete annihilation of their few remainiog
local political rights. It will be seen that the
commissioners are to be placed entirely be-
yond the reach of popular indigoation,
The boards @as now constituted
are to  Berve for five years
before an election tukes place, or, in olher
words, the men chosen by the Legislature are
to rule the city abgolutely in the malters
designated until 1876, and at the end of that
time the wise and virtuous men in the State
Capitol graciously propose that a swmall share
of the blessing of sel'-government shall re-
vert back to the people from whom they are
now attempting to steal it. Attentive readers
will observe that the commissioners are en-
trusted, within their respeotive domains, with
pearly absolute powers. The oity is not only
to be ruled by men in whose selection she
bas no voies, but they are suthorized to rule
despotioally. The Metropolitan Police
Board is not ouly to be
entrusted with the appoint.
ment, oontrol, and entire government
of the police, but it is authorized
to make all needful rules and
regulations, to inorease the mnumber of
officers, to erect mew station:houses, eto.,
and it is made the imperative duty of Ooun-
cils to appropriate such sums of money as the
Boarl of Commissioners shall require. The
Water Commission is to hive “‘all the powers
of the oity of Philadelphis, sud of the Water
Department, and of the Chief Engineer of
the Water Works, and of the Register of
Water, and whatever other authority may be
necessary to give tuewm the exolusive right to
furnish and regulate the supply of water to
the oity of Philadelphia and the inhabitants
thereof." But even the powers entrusted to
the Police and Water Commissions _shrink
into insignificance when compared with those
entrusted to the Board of Pablic Works.
There may be some excuse in the present
ocondition of the Police md Water
Departments  for an  cxtraordinary
new policy. But the Board of Pablic Works
wad wanifestly and olearly created for the
oxpress purposs of previding unlimited op-
portunities for plunder. It is to have ex-
clusive control of all highways snd public
works not now under the control of existing
commissions; and in addition to the exercise
of ARy other excessiv: l,' d.-ng.yom powers,
it is suthorized (see section 0), Lo determine
what materia’ the streets shall bLe paved with,

and (o iwue olly bonds for the Payment of

all the paving contracts it choosed w give out,

If the Commissioners of Public Works ars
entrusted with this privileye, nothing but the
eatire destruction of the city oredit will pre.

vent the development of & raos of Twoesda in
Philadelphia, and the erestion of palases
built with the prooseds of pnblio plander, If
the legislative programma is oarried ont, tax-
payers mnst expect exaotions smoh as they
have never known before, while the eommn.
nity will be at the meroy of & small band of
politiciung who will live in princely magnifi-
cence,

THE COMING MAN,

The Indian, too, has found
active, zenlous, and generous friends who are
coustanily devising new methods for advan-
cing bis we!fare nud protecting bia intercsta,
The hesthen Chinee, althongh he may ba
oppresred in some quarters, hus devoted
chamjions to shield him, The advoostes of
woman's rights incresse rapidly in lsquavity,
number, and inflnence, and already they have
achieved, in some quarters, brilliant viotories,
The canse of one nationslity after another
bas in turn been an objeot of inl'ense
solicitunde; and thousauds have been
ready to fight with the Feuians, to
coalesce with the Cubans, or to glorify the
Germans, Meanwhile, every yoar has wit-
nessed a growing disregard of the wishes,
wants, and welfare of the class most powerfal
in numbers and least potent in influence, und
it is high time to inquire when the coming
man shall consist of that most unobtrosive
but most important of all individnala, the
able-bodied Amerioan tax-payer. OF all the
viotime of injnstice, folly, raseality, oppres-
sion, tyranny, and corraption, no class has
auffered so much. Io his zeal
helping  others he hns w0 often
been  destroyed and robbed by  his
acoredited agents that he has sufferod in the
sggregate wore misfortunes and wisadven.
tures than ever befel Don Quixote in his
chivalrio ernsades. The hoor mnst be near at
band when the instinet of self-preservation
will force him to sbandon the purt of kumight
errant in polities, to treat government as a
sober business, and to carry with him to the
polls some of that desire to take care of
number one whioh he displays in hia privats
trapeactions. When this period arrives he
will cease to mistake a thief who seeks his
suffrages for an immacnlate represeutative of
noble principles, and he will foroe the parti-
sans of bigh and low degree, of all oreeds, to
scknowledge once more the forgotten trath
that Le has sowe rights still lafc which plan-
dering politicians may and wust be forced to
respect,

THE APPORTIONMENT OUIRAGK

IT appesrs that, in 1857, an amsndment to
the State Constitution was adopted, providing
that “*no city or oonnty shall be entitied to
eleot more then four Sepators,” At the tius
the people of the Btate ratified this amend-
ment, the allotment of only fonr S8enators to
this city may bave been fair and just, cortainly
much more 8o thap it is at present. As we
showed on Baturday, the average constitnency
of the Senatorial districts thveughout the
State is 20,080 taxables and 106,515 inhabit-
ants, Philadelphin has 158,986 taxables and
673,726 ipbhabitants, which wonld entitle us
to more than six Senators if this ontragsons
constitutional provision were not in the way,
Under the cirenwstances, there is no help for
the people of this ity until the Constitution
is ngain overbauled,

But, bad as the limitation to four Senators
i#, the scandalons manuer in whioh the Senate
Committee on Apportionment proposes to
gerrymander the bounduries is even worse,
The following table shows the number of
taxables and inbabitants in each of the pro-
posed distriets, with the vote oast at the last
election for Receiver of Tuxes, in which the
party lines were drawn more o¢losely thun for
any other office: —
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A mere glance at these fignres serves to
reveal the *little game” which the Dewno-
oratic Senate proposes to play. Philalel
phia being entitled under the Constitution
to but fonr Senators, the distnets should
average 10,740 taxables, 168,431 jnbabitants,
and 24,004 voters, The First and Second
distriots approach this standard as closely us
is perbaps practicable, without dividing the
wards; but the Third and Fourth districts are
grossly disproportionate to each other snd
the true standurd. The Third distriot, whioh
is to embrace all that is incladed in it st pre-
gent, with the addition of two election divi-
sions of the Eighteenth ward now included in
the Fourth district, is sitnated slong the river
front, and will barely hold its own in popula-
tion. It is strongly Demoeratie, and will
doubtless remain so for some years, If the
Sepate commitiee Lad, however, snnexed a
contignons ward to it, the Demooratio
ascendancy would have heen imperilled,
and it 8 for this reason  that
it is proposed to keep its boundaries alu ost
the same as they are at present, althongh by
#0 doipg the 19,057 voters residing in it are
sble to offset the 20 741 who reside in the
proposed Fourth district. But this is not the
whole extent of the frand wbich the Demo-
crats in the Senate propose to perpetrite,
Not only is the new Fourth district mnde half
s large again as the Third, but there 18 to be
such s redistribution of several wards as will
waterially affoot the political prospects in the

First distriet, The Twenty-sixth ward, whioh
it Republican by over twelve hundred, ia
token from the Firet diatriot and given to the
Fourth, ite place being filled by the Ninth
ward, in which the Republioan majority is
abont one thousand only, This gives tha De-
moerats a fuir show in the First distriot,
which is now safely Republican on a full vota,
I'he place now beld by the Ninth ward in the
Second digtrict i to be filled by the Twantisth
sud Twenty-pioth wards, which are torn from
the present Fourth distriot to make room for
the Twenty-sixth ward. As the resalt of the
whole distribution the proposed Fourth dis
trict ix made to streteh from the extreme
vorthern Himit of the oity to Leagne Island,
cmbracing sll the rapidly-growing snhnrhs of
the city, in which the incresse in population
is bound to be piueh groster than in its over-
erowded Domooratio rival. the Third distriet

The Senate committes apparently had two
prime in rearranging the
Bevatorind distriots—the rotention of a strong
Demoeratie majority in the Third distriot,
and the chanece of 8 Democratic victory in
the First distriet on u full vote, If the Nine-
teenth wird woere wllotted to the Third dis-
trict inrtesd of the Faurth, thers would be a
whow of feirness io the apportionment. The
relative standing of the four districts would
then be as tollows: —

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This arrspgement would render the Third
district the lergest of the four; bat gix out of
the eight wards of which it wounld be com-
pored are deorsasing in population, if we are
to believe the census marahals, and at best
will prove comparatively stationwry. This,
bowever, is pot the serions objection in De-
mocratic eyes. The Democratic majority
wonld be ent down from 1277 to 428, and the
district would beoome debatable ground.,  As
the vol:rs of the city nre nearly egually
divided between the two parties, it is just that
their representation in the SBenaste should ap-
proxtmate to equality.  If Philadelphia were
allowed the seven Senators to which the city
in entitled, u fair upportionment wonld give
four of them to the Republicans and three to
the Demwoorats,  As this is immpossible, the
boundaries of the distriots should be so ar-
runged thnt there will be an approximate
cgquahity in taxables, popuolation, and voters,
leevivg the two puarties to take their ehanoces,
until the revision of the Coupstitution shall
enable each of them to have ita foll and fair
epresentation in the Senate,

EADING RAILROAD AND THER
W. B. A.

A mivonriAL from the Philadelphia and Read-
ing Wailrond Company, over the signature of
its President, Franklin B, Gowen, Esq., ex-
planatory of its recent aotion in inoreasing
the tonusge upon cosl, was yesterday pre-
sented to the Legwlatare, This memorial is
u clenr and concise statement of faots in re-
gurd to the whole matter of miners’ strikes,
nud it is an unanswerable aconsation against
the winers sand their leaders as the really
gnilty parties in the present disorganization
of ithe eonl trade.  Mr, Gowen shows that the
lest gtrike in the conl regions was not only
toially nnjustiinble, but that it was not de-
sired by the miners themselves. It was
red by the Grand Council ef
Workingwen's Bevevolent Associa-
ut a me when there
wes o contest about wages, no design to re-
duce them, wnd when the rite of w.ges for
the entire wewson of 1871 had already been
definitely rettled ngon by the representatives
of the workingwen and those of their em-
ployers.  The strike was relnctantly acceded
to by a vast majority of the winers, many of
whom bad worked but five months out of the
precedivg twelve, under the promise of their
lenders that it wonld result in their obtaining
wneh higher wages than they had agreed to
tuke for the epsming year. The strike was
not only A violation of & solemn agreement,
but it wias un sttempt to establish rates of
wiges which would be ruinons to the opera-
tore, which wonld disorganize the whole coal
trude, and which wounld keep the price of coal
np to a figure which would be oppressive in
the highest degres to the millious of
consumers  of all kinds through-
out the coumtry. The etrike was
totally inexensable, and the Reading Railread
in tuking the wstand it did deserves thanks
rather than censure. Every coal strike canses
inesaleulnble dsmsge to thonsands of indos.
tries, und if there is any anthority which can
oonirel the Grand Council of the W, B, A,, it
in jnstified iu saying imperatively that a new
systers wost mle i the mining regions, and
that the reign of violence must come to an
evd, The Reading Railroad Company is now
fightivg the W. B. A. with its own wenpons,
and when the miners are willing either to go
to work wupon ressonsble terms or to allow
otbhers to do so, the rates of tolls and trans-
portation will be &t once reduced. As the
mutter now stands, the railroad company is
seting in the iuterest wot ouly of all con-
stmers of cosl bat of the winers themselves,
if they were ouly wise enough to kuow it; and
il it wobieves o decisive vietory, as it will if
thes e 18 no outside interference, all concerned
vill be pe fuma.hrhll) tenefiled,
